Members of the School Board of Bethlehem Special 
School District: 


A satisfactory school year was completed August 
31, 1920. The teaching force, reorganized as stated 
in last year’s report continued to the end of the school 
‘year. The minimum standards set by the State Board 
for the first three grades were more than met and the 
course of study for the other grades was adequately 
completed. The high school graduated a large class 
of seven young men and women with commencement 
exercises of a high quality. 

Miss Lucy Gillette, the public health worker fur- 
nished through the cooperation of the Red Cross 
Chapter carried through the health supervision of all 
pupils. The results of such service have been of great

value. We are indeed fortunate in having her fine 
work continued through the present year. 

From the superintendént’s report to the State 
Board of Education the following statistics are com- 
piled.

This is a well trained force of experienced teach- 
ers as strong as any in the larger towns of the state. 
The community is to be congratulated for maintain-_ 
ing so high a personnel of instruction for its children. 
I hope that they may be retained another year. 

The marriage and removal of Miss Bickford left 
a vacancy difficult to fill as the supply of trained teach- 
ers was exhausted. Owing to the fact that the attend- 
ance in the lower grades is small and that there are 
no members in the senior class of the high school it 
was possible to reorganize the grades without em- 
ploying another teacher... Mrs. Harrington teaches 
Grades 1-4; Miss Jesseman and Mr. Harrington to- 
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gether take grades 5 and 6. Mr. Harrington now 
has all the arithmetic above the fourth grade, and the 
mathematics in the high school. The work is being 
adequately and efficiently covered. 

Truancy has been looked after by Mr. Carr in a 
thorough and excellent manner. 

The general plan of supervision has been con- 
tinued. Visits and inspections of work with follow up 
conferences with the teachers have been made a half 
day each week, and teachers’ meetings averaging 
more than one a month have been held. The aim is 
to emphasize the fundamentals; spelling, arithmetic, 
writing and oral reading. In this we have sought to > 
go farther than the state outlined. 

The superintendent is grateful for the cooperation 
of all citizens and parents. He is gratefully apprecia- 
tive of the efforts of the Board of Education.

Superintendent’s Report 


School Board of Bethlehem Town: 


The school year ending August 31, 1920, proved 
one of progress for the town schools. The general 
statistics compiled for the annual report to the State 
Board of Education contain the following interesting 
facts: 

; Total registration in all the schools 98 


Average daily attendance 57.76 
Average daily absence 4.98 
Average membership 62.76 


Per cent of attendance 92 
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Number of cases of tardiness “127 
Tardiness per pupil 2 
Number of visits by superintendent 61 
Number of visits by School Board 11. 

A comparison with the figures published last year 
will indicate a smaller membership but a better record 
of average attendance and-.slightly less tardiness. 
Greater interest is apparent on the part of parents by 
the record of 139 visits in place of 87 for the preceding 
year. 

Our corp of teachers remained unbroken through 
the year of 36 weeks, although the schools of West 
Hill and Gilmanton Hill were seriously interrupted by 
the illness of the teachers. 

The progress of the pupils is commendable. The 
minimum standards set by the State Board of Educa- 
tion were more than accomplished for the first three 
grades and the course of study for the other grades 
was adequately covered. Sixty-one pupils were pro- 
moted, only four failing to make their grades at the 
end of the spring term and six of the eight pupils cer- 
tified to enter high*®school, are in the Littleton high 
school. 

Through the cooperation of the Red Cross Chap- 
ter, Miss Lucy Gillette, the Red Cross nurse, completed 
the physical examination and health supervision of all 
the pupils. Some 75 defects were found, the greater 
number being defective teeth although 25 cases of 
hypertrophical tonsils were reported. Follow up work 
was provided which resulted in improvement in several 
cases. The contribution of the citizens to member- 
ship in the Red Cross makes it possible to retain 
the excellent services of Miss Gillette until the end of 
June at least. Thus we are assured of competent 
health work. U 

Our present school year opened September 20, 
1920, with three of the former teachers again in the 
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service; Miss Doyle at Pierce Bridge, Miss Weeks at 
Bethlehem Hollow, and Miss Harrigan at West Hill. 

At Gilmanton Hill, we were fortunate in securing 
Miss Kelley of Pittsfield, N. H. who had been teaching 
successfully in the central part of the state. 

A total of 75 pupils have been registered to date. 
Also there are 15 in the Bethlehem village grades, 8 
are in Littleton grades, 4 in Carrol grades and 1 in 
Whitefield, a total of 103 pupils. As your superintend- 
ent has charge of Littleton and Bethlehem village 
grades, he can say that Bethlehem pupils are being 
adequately cared for. 

The repairs made in the West Hill school house 
during the summer were greatly appreciated. Mod- 
ern toilet facilities are working satisfactorily and are a 
vast improvement to the building. 

I am pleased to report generally satisfactory con- 
ditions in all the schools and regard the cooperation 
of the parents and school board as no small factor 
in promoting the progress made. My gratitude is due 
to you and the public for the continuance of your 
kindly interest, and consideration.
